To  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Bury, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Keport  to  you  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District  for  the  year  1907. 

Birth  Rate. — I regret  to  have  to  record  a considerable 
decrease  in  the  Birth  Bate  for  this  year  as  compared  with  1906,  it 
being  only  18*3  per  1000  persons  living  as  against  21  in  1906. 
During  1907  there  were  157  births  registered,  of  which  74  were 
males  and  83  were  females.  This  is  the  lowest  Birth  Bate  ever 
recorded,  the  previous  lowest  was  in  1901  when  it  v/as  18*8. 

The  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1903-1907  is  20  per  1000 
persons  living. 

There  were  five  illegitimate  births  registered  during  the  year, 
which  is  at  the  rate  of  3*1  per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

Crude  Death  Rate. — The  total  number  of  deaths  regis- 
tered in  the  district  during  the  yeau  was  118,  of  which  62  were 
males  and  56  were  females.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  of  18-9 
per  1000  per  annum,  which  is  1*4  per  1000  higher  than  in  1906.

Corrected  Death  Rate. — In  addition  to  these  118  deaths 
there  were  8 other  deaths  of  persons  usually  resident  in  this 
district,  which  occurred  in  Public  Institutions  in  other  districts, 
making  altogether  126  deaths  of  residents  and  giving  a corrected 
death  rate  of  14-9  per  1000  persons  living.  There  is  again  an 
increase  compared  with  the  previous  year  when  it  was  13*4. 

The  average  Death  Rate  for  the  five  years  1903-1907  is  13  9 
per  1000.

Infantile  Mortality. — I have  to  report  a considerable 
decrease  in  the  Infantile  Mortality.  During  the  year  16  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  old  have  been  registered,  this  is  equal  to 
a death  rate  of  101*9  per  1000  births  registered,  compared  with 
136  per  1000  in  1906.  The  decrease  is  more  real  than  is 
apparent  owing  to  the  abnormally  low  birth  rate.  The  average 
rate  for  the  five  years  1903-1907  is  124  2 

The  illegitimate  births  registered  number  5,  and  no  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age  have  occurred  in  illegitimate  children. 


These  16  deaths  occurred  at  the  following  ages  : 5 under 
one  month  ; 3 between  1 and  3 months  ; 2 between  3 and  6 
months  ; 3 between  6 and  9 months  ; and  3 between  9 and  12 
months.  The  causes  of  death  were  1 from  Measles  ; 1 from 
Whooping  Cough  ; 4 from  Congenital  Defects ; 1 from  Marasmus ; 
2 from  Tubeiauilar  Diseases ; 1 from  Erysipelas ; and  5 from 
Kespiratory  Diseases.  No  deaths  have  occurred  from  Diarrhoea 
or  from  any  Digestive  Disorder.  Doubtless  the  cool  damp  summer 
has  contributed  to  this. 


Mortality  under  Five  years  of  age.— 26  out  of  the 

total  deaths  have  occurred  among  children  under  5 years  old, 
being  at  the  rate  of  20' 6 per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  as  compared 
with  27 '3  per  cent,  in  1906. 

Mortality  over  Sixty=five  years  of  age. — There  were 
37  deaths  of  persons  over  65  years  old,  this  gives  a rate  of  29'3 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  compared  with  24*7  in  1906. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — Zymotic  diseases  caused  14 
deaths  during  the  year,  viz.  : 7 from  Measles,  3 from  Scarlatina, 
1 from  Diphtheria,  2 from  Whooping  Cough,  and  1 from  Erysipelas, 
giving  a rate  of  1'6  per  1000  persons  living  or  ll'l  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths. 

Phth  isis  and  other  Tubercular  Diseases  have  caused 
9 deaths,  giving  a death  rate  of  1'06  per  1000  or  7'1  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths.  This  is  a slightly  low^er  rate  than  last  year. 

Cancer  and  other  Malignant  Diseases  have  been  the 
cause  of  6 deaths,  which  is  0*71  per  1000  persons  living  or  4*7 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs  have  caused  22 
deaths  during  the  year,  being  at  the  rate  of  2' 6 per  1000  persons 
living  or  17’4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 
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Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases, — Only  19  cases 
have  been  notified  during  the  year.  These  all  took  place  during 
the  first  three-quarters,  the  last  quarter  being  free  from  any  notifi- 
able disease.  In  1906  there  were  45  cases  notified.  The  following 
table  shows  the  distribution  in  the  various  localities.

Three  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  removed  to  the  Florence 
Nightingale  Hospital,  viz. : 2 from  Birtle-cum-Bamford,  and  1 
from  Unsworth.  This  is  in  the  proportion  of  1 removal  to  6* 3 
cases  notified. 

Epidemics  of  Measles  occurred  among  the  scholars  attending 
Ringley  Schools  in  May,  and  Ainsworth  School  in  July,  and  of 
Whooping  Cough  at  Hollins  in  October.  In  each  instance  it  was 
necessary  to  advise  the  closure  of  the  school  affected.  The  effect 
was  beneficial. 

Water  Supply.  —The  main  part  of  the  district  is  supplied 
by  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Water  Board,  but  Ainsworth  is 
supplied  by  the  Bolton  Corporation,  and  Bamford  by  the  Heywood 
and  Middleton  Water  Board.  Most  of  the  farms  and  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  district  have  private  supplies.  There  have  been  a 
few  complaints  from  these  latter,  which  either  have  been  remedied 
or  are  receiving  attention. 
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Drainage. — Tlie  scheme  at  Prestolee  still  acts  satisfactorily 
but  owing  to  the  continued  increase  of  that  district  an  extension 
will  soon  be  necessary.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
treatment  of  part  of  the  Ainsworth  Sewage  by  the  Bolton  Corpora- 
tion. A second  Local  Grovernment  Board  Inquiry  with  regard  to 
the  suggested  schemes  of  Bamford  and  Parrs  has  been  held  and  I 
hope  these  will  be  proceeded  with  soon.  It  is  intended  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  better  treatment  of  the  sewage  at  Hollins 
and  Bottom-ohh’ -fields,  Outwood. 

The  Farms  have  been  inspected  in  the  usual  routine  manner 
and  have  been  found  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition  as  to  the 
sanitary  arrangements  and  cleanliness  of  the  shippons.  Improve- 
ments have  been  carried  out  at  12  farms  during  the  year  and  in  11 
other  instances  alterations  are  in  contemplation. 

The  Begister  of  Dairymen,  Cowkeepers,  and  Milk-sellers  has 
been  kept  up  to  date,  there  being  now  107  in  the  district,  11  have 
been  registered  this  year. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — The  usual  inspections 
have  been  carried  out  and  both  factories  and  workshops  have 
been  found  in  good  condition.  There  are  now  35  factories  and  22 
workshops  in  the  district.  They  are  situated  in  the  various 
localities  as  follows  :

The  factories  consist  of  3 spinning  mills,  6 cotton  weaving 
sheds,  1 woollen  mill,  2 fulling  mills,  5 dye  works,  2 calico  print- 
works, 2 wheelwright  shops,  2 joiners'  shops,  1 terra-cotta  and 
brickworks,  6 bleachworks,  1 engineers’  shop,  3 quarries,  and  1 
firelighters’  shop. 
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The  workshops  this  year  number  22,  an  increase  of  2 com- 
pared with  last  year.  They  consist  of  3 dressmakers,  1 barber, 
10  clog  and  shoe  makers,  1 undertaker,  2 painters,  2 breweries, 
1 tripe  dresser,  1 bakehouse,  and  1 plumber. 

Three  complaints  have  been  received  from  His  Majesty’s 
Inspector  of  Factories.  These  referred  to  the  means  of  escape  in 
the  event  of  lire.  In  two  instances  satisfactory  alterations  have 
been  made  and  in  the  other  case  the  matter  is  being  attended  to. 

I have  to  report  that  there  are  still  no  outworkers  in  the 
district. 

At  the  end  of  this  Report  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances,  and  the  various  Tables  required  by  the  Local  Gov- 
ernment Board  and  the  Home  Office.

Diaries  and  Cowsheds. 

Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  to  induce  the 
respective  occupiers  to  keep  the  cowsheds  (fee.  in  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations,  with  very  fair  success. 
Expectations  have  been  realized  re  improvements  belonging  to 
the  Farmsteads,  as  during  the  year  a New  Botha,  Piggeries,  Tanks, 
Loose  Boxes,  Middensteads  and  Drains,  as  well  as  improvements 
made  to  water  supply,  light,  ventilation  and  air-space  to  the  cow- 
sheds, and  more  improvements  are  contemplated  to  eleven  others. 
Eleven  Dairymen  and  cowkeepers  have  been  registered  this  year, 
bringing  the  total  for  the  whole  district  to  one  hundred  and  seven. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

During  the  year  3 complaints  have  been  made  by  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Factories  re  insufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire.  Smoke  observations  have  been  taken,  and  a new  chimney 
and  modern  appliances  re  smoke  abatement  have  been  put  up  at 
one  works,  and  more  boiler  room  to  two  others.  I have  to  report 
that  the  factories  and  workshops  numbering  fifty  seven,  are  kept 
in  a good  condition  as  to  sanitary  matters  in  general. 

House  Dwellings, 

The  Disinfecting  and  cleansing  &c.  of  rooms,  after  being 
occupied,  with  any  infectious  case,  (which  only  numbered  nineteen 
during  the  year)  have  had  the  usual  attention.  Among  the 
nuisances  abated  are  the  re-constructing  of  Closets  and  Ashpits, 
Drains,  Yards,  Spouting  and  Slop  Waste  Pipes:  and  the  Water 
Supply  has  been  considerably  improved  to  fifteen  houses.
